y development in Arabic states 


Aseminar on library development in Arabic-speaking 
tates was organized by Unesco in Beirut, Lebanon, 
Tom 8 to 19 December 1959. Twenty participants from 
iraq, Jordan, Kuwait, Lebanon, Morocco, Saudi Arabia, 
an, Tunisia and the United Arab Republic partici- 
pated. Observers from several European and American 
ountries also attended the meeting. 

Among the subjects discussed were: the national 
plbr system, a comprehensive library legislation, 
m@ance, training of personnel, organization of the 


library profession, book production and supply, col- 
lections, readers’ services, extension services, regional 
co-ordination in the field of classification and cata- 
loguing, buildings and equipment. 

From the recommendations of the Seminar we note: 
the establishment of current national bibliographies, 
the adoption of a standard cataloguing code and classi- 
fication system adapted to the needs of the region, the 
publication of Arabic translations of technical manuals, 
dictionaries of library terms and basic professional 
publications. It was also recommended that Unesco 
organizes a regional seminar on problems of bibliogra- 
phy, documentation and exchange of publications. 

Concerning classification, no need was felt to devise 
a new classification system especially for the Arab 
world, it was considered preferable to adapt one of 
the universally accepted schemes. The Dewey Decimal 
Classification should be adopted as the basis for classi- 
fication though revision in certain sections is required 
notably for the Islam, Arabic language and literature, 
geography and philosophy. For specialized libraries the 
Universal Decimal Classification should be used. (We 
should mention here that a revision of UDC 297, Islam, 
has been undertaken by the Council for Sciences of 
Indonesia). 


Automobile documentation 


The Seventh Session of the International Committee 
for Automobile Documentation (ICAD), a joint Com- 
mittee of FID and the Fédération Internationale des 
Sociétés d’Ingénieurs des Techniques de |l’Automobile 
(FISITA) was held in Scheveningen, Holland, on May 
13, 1960. 

The meeting was attended by the following members: 
Mr. Nicolle (France) Chairman, Dr. Cattaneo (Italy) 
Vice-Chairman, Mr. Erdmann (Germany) Acting Secre- 
tary, Mr. Serda Torello (Spain) member. Moreover 
observers from the Netherlands and France. FID was 
represented by Mr. van der Brugghen. 

From the items discussed we note: uniform printing 
space on abstracts cards and contents slips (ICAD 
Recommendation No. 1), an experiment to set up a 
UDC-indexed multilingual glossary adding road safety 
items, an abstracting pool to avoid duplicate abstracting 
work (ICAD Draft Recommendation No. 2), revised 
terms of reference of the Committee in view of ex- 
tended membership. 

The next meeting will be held in Turin in the autumn 
of 1961. 


IFLA Council 


The twenty-sixth session of the Council of the Inter- 
national Federation of Library Associations will be 
held at Lund and Malmé, Sweden, from August 8-11, 
1960. 

IFLA’s meeting in 1961 in Edinburgh will probably 
be in the first week of September.

Information processing 


At the International Conference on Information 
Processing held in Paris in June 1959 an International 
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Federation of Information Processing Societies was 
established (see Inf. FID 1959 No. 9). Its statutes went 
into force on January 1, 1960. The aims of the federation 
are: to organize international conferences and symposia 
on information processing, including mathematical and 
engineering aspects; to establish international com- 
mittees to study specific problems; to ensure inter- 
national co-operation between the member societies, 

The federation is composed of the following national 
bodies: the Computing and Data Processing Society 
of Canada, the Danish Computer Society, the Finnish 
National Committee for Information Processing, the 
Association francaise de Calcul, the Deutsche Arbeits- 
gemeinschaft fiir Rechenanlagen, the Dutch Computer 
Society, the National Research Council (Spain), the 
Swedish Society for Information Processing, the Swiss 
Computer Federation, the USSR Academy of Sciences, 
the British Computer Society, and the National Joint 
Computer Committee (USA). 

The provisional bureau of the federation is composed 
of the following: I. L. Auerbach, Auerbach Electronics 
Corporation, 109 North Essex Avenue, Narberth, Pa, 
USA (Chairman); A. A. Dorodnitsin, USSR Academy 
of Sciences, Moscow, and A, van Wijngaarden, Mathe- 
matisch Centrum, Amsterdam (Vice-chairmen).

TRAINING COURSES 


Scandinavian course for information officers 


At the end of 1958, the Scandinavian Council for 
Applied Research (address: Gaustadalléen 30, Blindern, 
Norway) appointed a Committee on Education. Mem- 
bers are: Mrs. Vibeke Ammundsen (Denmark), Mr. Per 
Bjérnstad (Norway), Mr. Erwin Engel (Sweden) Chair- 
man, Mrs. Kajsa Hellstrém (Sweden) Secretary, and 
Mrs. Marjatta Myrberg (Finland). 

Although regular courses were arranged by the 
Swedish Association for Documentation and the Finnish 
Association for Documentation for special librarians 
and their assistants, no post-graduate courses for active 
technical information officers or scientists and engi- 
neers interested in specializing in this profession were 
available. 

The Committee worked out a syllabus for a ten-day 
post-graduate course to be held at Denmark’s Library 
School. 37 candidates divided evenly between the four 
countries were selected for the course held in Copen- 
hagen from March 21-30, 1960. 

A second course will be arranged in Copenhagen in 
September 1960, and subsequent courses are envisaged 
to be held alternating in the Scandinavian countries. 


School of Library Science of Western Reserve 


The School of Library Science of the Western Reserve 
University, founded in 1903, is a graduate professional 
school for men and women. A Center for Documentation 
and Communication Research was established in the 
School in 1955. 

A Programme for Documentation Specialists is of- 
fered by the School and the Center. The courses will 
lead to the degree of Master of Science in Library 
Science. Graduates of approved colleges and universities 
are eligible for admission.

Information flow among scientists 


The Bureau of Applied Social Research of Columbia 
University has issued a two-volume ,,Review of studies 
in the flow of information among scientists”. The report 
summarizes the results of a study made in response to 
suggestions from the International Conference on Scien- 
tific Information (Washington, 1958). 

Volume I contains the text of the review, Volume II 
is a statistical presentation of comparable data from 
the studies reviewed. Complete studies of the behaviour, 
habits, experiences, uses, and expressed needs of re- 
search scientists as they pertain to obtaining available 
scientific information were reviewed. 


Dewey Decimal Classification 


Mr. Benjamin Custer, Editor, Dewey Decimal Classi- 
fication, reports in the Library of Congress Information 
Bulletin of April 18, 1960 that an analysis of sales of 
the 16th edition shows that the DC is used in 75 coun- 
tries. Not counting copies in US territories or US in- 
stallations in foreign countries, 100 or more copies of 
the 16th edition may be found in Australia, Canada, 
India, the Union of South Africa and the United King- 
dom; 10 or more copies in Brazil, Israel, Japan, New 
Zealand, Norway and the Philippines. 


Documentations terms 


Frank S. Wagner, Technical Librarian, Celanese 
Corporation of America, Clarwood, Texas, in 1957 
prepared a dictionary of documentation terms of which 
a second edition appeared in May 1959. Both publications 
not being readily available we may welcome the repro- 
duction in the April 1960 issue of American Documen- 
tation (Vol. 11, No. 2, p. 102-119). 

»A dictionary of documentation terms” gives about 
400 terms in alphabetical order and a list of references 
to other glossaries. 

Most of the definitions given were formulated by the 
compiler.
